More than three times as many gate crashers have 
been apprehended in the Port of New York since V - J 
Day as in the comparative period before the war. So 
far this year, 527 stowaways have been taken off 
vessels at New York. Immigration agents found them 
hiding in the holds, in lifeboats, generator rofgns, 
ammunition lockers, coal bunkers, and even in the 
potato bins. They have been seized posing as passen­ 


gers and working as crewmen. 
One third of those nabbed this year were American 
citizens— expatriates and stranded Americans trying 
to beat their way back.
